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Commentary from the Executive Director 


Ah, Vegas and NAB. Its always a heady experience, and this year was no exception. The veritable plethora of new 
technologies and formats competing for one’s attentions again permeated the show, except this year it seemed to 
escalate to a fever pitch. It was definitely sensory overload, but still enjoyable. 


Yet this year there were some troubling signs. (Oh-oh, here he goes on his soapbox). As I perused the show, it became 
glaringly evident to me that many of these manufactures expect that despite the end of the go-go 80’s, production 
facilities will take huge risks to buy new technologies that, with the rapid integration of the PC in video, may be 
obsolete before they’re even half amortized. 


What’s worse, is that many of these same manufacturers will probably stop making or upgrading a unit before 
production companies have even finished paying for it (these guys seem to forget some of our houses are mortgaged 
against these products). Granted, new technology is moving at a dizzying pace, but the planned obsolescence 
practiced by some manufacturers is often driven by market manipulation - not new technology. 


At the MII Users meeting, one observant MII User pointed out that on the entire NAB floor, no 3/4" units were being 
featured (new or old)... as if the manufacturers have now decided for us all that the format is officially dead. How can 
they ignore the fact that mest of America’s stock footage is stored on 3/4". Not to mention that there are many 
educational, non-profit and smaller installations that just don’t have the funds to upgrade, who will be using 3/4" 
editing systems right through the 90’s? Are they blind to the, burgeoning "used black market" that has developed for 
these units as each manufacturer stops production on a model (ie. JVC CR-850 3/4"). 


Industry Manufacturers-WAKE UP! This is the recession driven 90’s! Your products, actions, service support and 
reputation are under a lot more scrutiny than they were before! Listen to your customers rather then telling them 
what they "need". Success will come to those manufacturers who admit their customers know more about the 
production business than they do! 


Perhaps the most refreshing product offering at NAB was the introduction of Panasonic’s MII EnHanced series of 
equipment. The introduction reinforced Panasonic’s continued commitment to the MII format with a range of new 
features. (Bill Bakonyi, Panasonic Marketing Manager for MII and D-3, delivered a very enlightening address on the 
new MII EnHanced series, at the NAB MII Users meeting. His remarks are included in this joint April/May "NAB 
Report" issue.) 


Most importantly, we picked up over 100 new MII Users Association members at NAB from all over the country and 
the world. Many were happy to find a group dedicated to their format. The new users are included in this month’s 
membership listing. This was an unexpected benefit of the show, where our goal was to fly the MII flag, interface with 
our existing membership, and watch MII Man harass the "Sony Only’s". (We knew we got under their skin when Sony 
officials photographed our MII Users booth extensively. They even asked MII Man to pose in front of the Sony booth 
for photographers, shocking many Sony Only’s nearby. Eat your hearts out fellas .) 


At the MII Users Golf Tournament, calls of "fore" and "beer here!" were the order of the day as MII Users took over 
Las Vegas’ Desert Rose Golf Course. Paul Farren and his team walked away with the 1st place trophy again. At the 
MII Users meeting, in addition to speakers from Panasonic and issues discussions, the first MII User outside of NBC, 
Mr. Jerry Beck of Vanguard Productions in Columbus, Ohio, addressed the group. We have also included his 
comments in this newsletter. We will continue to include other NAB feedback that we didn’t have time to feature 
here in subsequent issues. We’re just a little overwhelmed responding to new members and recovering from all the 
NAB MII users activities. Ah, Vegas and NAB...Thank God its over.

We recently received the following letter from Mr. Bill Lovin, of Marine Grafics, Chapel Hill, North 
Carolina. Keep those cards and letters coming! 


April 25, 1992 
Dear Mr. Gardy: 


I wanted to drop you a note and let you folks know how much I enjoy the "MII Playback" newsletter. Your 
newsletter is a primary reason that we have an investment in MII equipment today. 


I was familiar with MII for many years. One of our state government agencies had MII and the local CBS 
affiliate (WRAL) was an original user. However neither of these users spoke very highly of the format, in 
the beginning, and I had written MII off as a format that lacked muscle against Beta. Frankly I couldn’t 
understand why anyone would opt for anything but a Sony product. 


Sometime back, when I first saw your newsletter, I had assumed Panasonic had written MII off and was 
lering it die peacefully. I was, first off, surprised to see that there were as many MII production facilities as 
were listed in your newsletter. I didn’t think, upon first reading, that many of the facilities were what I 
would have considered "first-line" yet still there were more than I’d expected. 


The second major event in my conversion to MII came when I Picked up an MII player and field deck at a 
fire sale. It was really a lark, I had thought perhaps I could find some use for them but wasn't really sure. 


The third breakthrough was meeting an excellent sales consultant with Long Communications here in North 
Carolina. His name was Mark Wier and he carefully (and without pe explained to me Panasonic’s new 
marketing approach and allowed me to give MII a ay thorough field test. I was in need for new 3/4 
offline equipment anyway, so I decided to try an AU-65 and AU-63...I figured that if they didn’t work for 
anything else I could use them for offline and dump my aging U-matics. 


It did not take me long to fall in love with those machines. They were rugged, precise and made pictures 
that I would come to believe actually looked better than the Beta SP which I was previously wedded to. 


The next step was a WV-F700 and dockable recorder which I am similarly happy with. It started paying its 
way one day after coming out of the box. 


So...within one year we have pone from no MII to a complete A/B roll edit system (powered by a 
Videomedia editor) plus a F700 with dockable recorder and the option of the 90-minute field deck. 


What are the advantages of this investment, specific to my situation. First, and mescopaniy, there is the 
economic MII advantage. I could make a much larger footprint in MII than in other formats and still, 
importantly, maintain quality. Obviously if you can't maintain quality what does price matter? 


I say this even with Sony’s introduction of their lower priced Beta SP line (ang frankly, fully intending to by 
that format before seeing MII), there are definitely good things about the PVW series but when you sit a 
PVW deck side-by-side with an AU-65 you will see (and feel) a world of difference. I also think the picture 
looks better coming out of the MII machines but this is entirely subjective on my part. 


I really did not think the four audio tracks were any advantage at all for my MIP’s...until yesterday when I 
shot a musical group and used all four of those tracks. I eat my words. 


Another plus is "S-VHS" inputs and outputs Copa these do appear on the Sony units). It will be a long 
time before I can afford a true component switcher but the S-outputs of the MII’s do allow me to use a less 
expensive, but better than composite, switcher. 


I am also extremely pleased with the F700...a great three-chip camera at a good price. The camera’s ability 


to shoot under low light is superb and the low-noise (with gain...even +18) is incredible. The basic 
industrial lens that comes with the camera, however, is only fair and I’m sure Pll have to replace that soon. 
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Additionally, I see service and loaner equipment as excellent. Dealer support. in my case, has been unreal! 
Yet there are some downsides to all this...one is obviously being alone in the market. Yes, we can offer 
clients the same quality at lower prices...but only after explaining what MII is (most never heard of it) and 
assuring them that they will not be left with materials that will go the way of the dinosaurs. 


I blame Panasonic, in part, for this. I can’t help but believe that if they had approached marketing initially 
with the same fervor, the same incentives and with the realistic preng approach as they are now 
doing...then things would be different today. I only hope they are truly committed to this for a long haul. 


Secondly, if there is one technical problem, it has to be with tape. I thought Beta SP had a lot of dropouts! 
I have been plagued with dropouts on MII tape stock. Our editing environment is no worse that any Beta 
SP edit room I work in and they are not having these tape hits. Help! 


MII works for me because we have start-to-finish facilities. We produce primarily environmental education, 
marine science, underwater, and instructional materials for children. The most we have to interface is to 
take our edit master, field deck and TBC to our local D-3 house to add some effects. Still, it is telling 
commentary that I can’t convince them or any other F/X company in the area to install and interface "one" 
MII player in their edit room. 


At any rate, this long-winded letter is simply to tell you that I appreciate your newsletter and it helped me 
pet motivated and get started in MII. I am happy to see more and more facilities listed in your directory...I 
eel good to see so many new brothers and sister in arms. 


I urge you to expand on the tech tips section and concentrate on helping readers with problems. Continue 
to act as a lobby for MII and continue to push and prod manufacturers to remain committed and innovative 
and to solve problems. I’d like to see facility profiles and interviews with users. I want to know what other 
people are doing. 


Keep up the good work. I look forward to your newsletter every month!

Dear Bill, 


Thank you for your kind words as we appreciate your support. Your letter is indicative of many we receive. 
We have yet to hear about any drop out problem attributed to the tape stock, but we’ll be contacting you to 
investigate. I agree it is telling commentary that some F/X houses won’t invest in MII. But MII is becoming 
the format of choice for many computer graphics houses that insist MII renderings look better. We at 
GMG are pai eta to a Microtime Impact and I know of other MII users in the Mid-Atlantic who have 
similar capability. If you are willing to use Fed-Ex, as many in the MII membership network are doing, 
SORE out the tape to one of our "brothers and sisters" might be the answer. Let me know if this is feasible 
or you.

"Wilkes Regional Medical Center" is now an 11-minute 
videotape. 

The program is a clear visual description of the 
Medical Center, showing the facility and staff and 
defining its role and "dedication to excellence” in 
health care service. Scenes help laymen understand 
medical technology as well as attention to patients’ 
comfort and cure. Various departments and agencies 
in the Medical Center’s complex of health services are 
introduced. 

The production was commissioned by WRMC in 
late 1991.

The New H Series MII 
Introduced to the MII Users Association 


The following address was delivered by Mr. Bill Bakonyi, Panasonic Marketing Manager for MII & D-3, at the MII Users 
meeting, held at the Palace Station Hotel in Las Vegas, April 14, 1992. The meeting was well attended with a range of 
organizations represented from around the country. Mr Bakonyi spoke concerning the new EnHanced series MII. What 
follows is Mr.Bakonyi’s complete remarks, including a number of charts he used in his presentation. 


(Dave Gardy) 


I'd like to introduce first of all, Mr. Bill Bakonyi. Bill is the true MII man. I’ve seen him take apart an AU-500 in 6 
minutes and then put it back together. He’s an excellent knowledge base for technical information on the history of MII, 
for those of you who have older systems,and I know,because I’m one of those who have the AU-650 and the old original 
AU-500’s without the fans. He’s an excellent source of information, because he’s been there through the whole period of 
time and can help us out with any questions we have. He’s the marketing manager for MII and D3 - and I think you’re 
going to be quite impressed with some of the things he has to say today. Id like to introduce Bill Bakonyi. 


(Bill Bakonyi) 


Good afternoon. I’ve brought some handout literature for you, in the back there's some Panasonic bags, that have MII 
literature in there on the new products we’re showing at NAB at the Convention Center. Basically it says "Introducing the 
EnHanced MII series". The emphasis is on the EnHanced MII series, because this is the new H product line. There are 
several new products Ill talk about and I’ll tell you what it’s all about in a few minutes. 


I’m going to introduce to you the new MII EnHanced series product. Well, we had a sales meeting on Saturday for all our 
combined sales efforts, the direct sales group we have and the dealer sales group we have. We had them all together. 
With everybody, the top question was, "it’s MII-H, the new H series product line, where do you get EnHanced out of H?" 
So, since then I’ve been saying enHANCED, that’s sort of where H’s come from. 


Even the most innovative product is of practical value only to the extent that it meets an actual need. This is why 
Panasonic’s priorities are listening to a client, then responding to his needs for performance, productivity and especially 
the bottom line. The introduction of the EnHanced series of MII products is the premiere of the fifth generation of MII 
products engineered for the serious video production professional. 


The EnHanced series products continue the MII tradition of product features, conveniences and user-friendliness. That 
has become the standard for others to follow. Interesting to note that not so long ago, even as recently as five or six 
months ago, Sony, the four letter company, was telling their customers or their prospective customers "You don’t want to 
buy that, because Panasonic is getting ready to abandon that format.” Here we are, introducing the latest, the fifth 
generation of product, brand new. Panasonic’s attitude is that every customer counts, from the largest enterprise to those 
purchasing a single VCR. We listen to problems large and small and welcome all forms of feedback. This feedback has 
fostered the EnHanced series of MII products, where EnHanced refers not only to the new products, but the support 
mechanism for total customer satisfaction. EnHanced support from sales through setup and training, all the way to 
service. All the MII products now carry an EnHanced warranty. One year parts and labor. One year parts, one year labor. 
And EnHanced support to back that up. Not just from Panasonic, but from our dealers as well. Each MII dealer stands 
ready to assist any customer with questions regarding system design, product integration into existing systems, and 
upgrading from S-VHS to MII right up to D-3. Equally important is the dedicated after sales support and reliable 
maintenance guaranteed by resources available to Panasonic’s vast global service network. Each MII dealer is fully 
qualified to address customer requirements regarding service support. With our EnHanced support system and dealer 
network, and Project 2000 team of professionals to back up that network, a customer can and should feel confident with 
the knowledge that their investment in a state-of-the-art video production equipment is backed by the largest 
manufacturer of video equipment in the world. 


Now, we'll start off with the EnHanced series chart. It says, simply, what the EnHanced series is and what it does for you. 
So I will give you a private run-through, of our new EnHanced series product line. All EnHanced series products have 
the following features as standard. They’re not options. They all come standard with the product line. Let’s look at what 
some of the common features are for the product line. (See Figure 1.)

Technology for tomorrow: 
Capability to record and playback in NTSC 16:9 aspect ratio 


All the MII EnHanced series products come standard with a time-code reader generator. It’s not an option anymore. 
Also included is a 3-Dimensional TBC, and I knew somebody was going to ask me, and they sure did, as soon as I got on 
the booth, "What is a 3-Dimensional TBC?" What a 3-Dimensional TBC is, it has a full field of memory. I’m sure you're 
all familiar with previous MII product lines, and one of the things we had as an option was super dropout compensator 
option. Which in effect we added a full field of memory to do dropout compensation. Where we actually memorized the 
previous video field. That worked really well, but we thought we needed to redesign the time base corrector, and make 
this a better-functioning product. So what we did was, after listening to a lot of feedback from our customers and all our 
friends in the industry, we changed the design and the architecture of the TBC. Now included in the time base corrector is 
a full field digital memory. What does that do for us. The previous MII products had a 32 horizontal line window for 
error correction. Fairly powerful, it was a nice TBC, it worked well. Now it has a 262 and a half line window for error 
correction. It is a very, very powerful TBC. In doing that digital memory, we now gain the ability to correct in 3 
dimensions - horizontally, vertically, and also in time, because through this digital memory, we save the previous field, and 
now we can have something to compare to or draw from , to do correction. So that’s the explanation of a 3-Dimensional 
TBC. There will be a test later. 


Also by doing this, by adding a full field of digital memory we have gained another advantage, because we make machines 
that do not have auto tracking, or perfectly noiseless still playback, still or slow playback. In these machines, should you be 
in play mode and hit the stop button, you will get a noiseless still picture,. Why, because it reads out the last field of 
memory in the digital TBC. This can be recorded onto another deck as a still picture. And then should you decide to hit 
the play button, you will not see an interruption in the picture, it’s muted during the servo/lockup, so the still picture is 
held and then it picks up the picture continuing, so its very clean. All this without the addition of an auto tracking head. 
And obviously, the last one is one field of dropout compensation is now available, simply by the addition of the redesign of 
the TBC. So that’s what the 3-D EnHanced digital TBC is all about. 


Recorders. I'll get into the product line in a minute, but all the recorders now in the product line have a new feature called 
picture-in-picture. If you own a consumer deck you may know that some of them have that feature of picture in picture 
where you can watch one thing and look at another picture in a little window in the display. its basically the same thing. 
Picture in picture simply means that in the recorder, you’re going to be doing editing with this recorder, you have a 
playback deck hookup to it. With picture in picture, you can look at in the small window, the playback picture from the 
playback deck. In picture in picture you have an option of selecting one picture in picture or two pictures in picture. On 
the screen is the playback from the recorder. In there are two little windows and that is the playback of the playdeck, the 
same picture in both little windows. If you’re using the two picture in picture option. As you’re editing and you hit the 
entry point on the player, that’s frozen on the left hand side of the picture. Then as you advance to find the edit out point 
on the player you see that picture in the other little window, so you see the head and tail end of the edit without taking 
your eyes off the monitor. You don’t have to keep looking between two monitors to find the head and tail end of an edit. 


It’s all shown on one monitor, nice little trick. If you selected the option of only one picture in picture, you will see the 
player in the small box and the recorder on the rest of the screen. But when you go to the front panel and you switch to 
player, they swap. The small picture will always be the one that you’re not looking at directly, not shuttling or searching on. 
That's if you selected one picture. If you go to two, then you'll go to the head and tail end of the edit, nice stuff. 
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Four audio channels. The product still has four audio channels unlike the 4-letter company’s offering which cheapened 
the product line by taking away two audio channels. We now have four audio channels except that now in the recorders 
you now have four audio inputs, each one is accessible, two FM, two linear channels. The next question, "How do your 
specifications stand up to Betacam and industrial Betacam?" The specifications are identical and in some cases even 
better. There is no difference. Head for head, dollar for dollar, we're comparable in all aspects. Price wise, we're 
comparable, feature wise, we're far and away beyond what Betacam and BetaLite does. 


Next item on this list is the EnHanced warranty and support system. We offer a one-year parts, one-year labor 
manufacturer's warranty. Our competitor offers you a one-year parts, 90-day labor warranty. The dealer is responsible for 
buying into offering you the rest of the warranty for one year. That's the dealers responsibility, not the manufacturer's. So 
we offer you a one-year warranty. Our product is that reliable, we're that confident in the products ability to perform. We 
offer you a one-year parts and labor. 


If I can digress for just a moment, I have here for your and review, one video head, upper drum assembly that came from 
WFTS, channel 28 in Tampa, Florida, an MII station. It says "Dear Bill, Upper Drum installed 4/1/90 taken out of service 
4/1/92 with 5,250 of head life. And I have two business cards from the gentlemen that sent me this with their names and 
phone numbers. Please fee] free to call them for a glowing testimonial." 


We're gearing ourselves for the next generation of video production. The last item on that list is technology for tomorrow. 
All the new EnHanced MII video products have the capability of recording and playing back in NTSC 16:9 wide aspect 
ratio. Panasonic and much of the industry feels that within the next year or two, 16:9 NTSC wide aspect will be the hot 
topic and the hot consumer product to come. People like watching wide aspect ratio, it’s a natural. So, it doesn’t mean 
anything to you because there are no 16:9 cameras at the moment. Buying this product would put you in a position of 
being able to post in wide aspect. And quite frankly, I’ve used this term already a few times this week, this is free for 
nothing, because you’re not paying extra to get this in the product. This is all standard. It’s just a feature that the factory 
added thinking we could position ourselves for the next generation of video. This product will not be obsoleted within the 
next two years, guaranteed. 


OK. Now we’ve talked about the common features of the EnHanced series products. Now let’s talk about the products 
themselves. We're rolling at NAB this year, four new products, and the fifth one I'll talk about in a minute ... the AU-66H, 
which is a recorder/editor with auto tracking; the 65H, which is recorder/editor; the 63H, which is player with auto 
tracking; the 62H, which is just a player; and another one, affectionately referred to as AU-XXH since we don’t have a 
model number for it yet, it is a player with a digital output. TI] talk about all these individually in a minute. 


The AU-66H is a recorder/editor with auto tracking. It does have 3-Dimensional 8 BIT TBC and all the benefits I spoke 
about at the EnHanced series. It does do 80 to 120 % program playback, either compressed or expanded and +/- 15 % 
tape speed override and confidence playback during editing. You’ve heard the old saying about good news and bad news. 
Well the bad news is that I don’t have delivery or pricing information on this model yet. My best guess ... probably about 
three or four months after the Olympics you’! start to see this product. 


The AU-65H is a recorder/editor. It has a standard edit control panel with simple and convenient set up menus and 
included in the menus are: do you want it to record in 16:9 or do you want it to play back in 16:9. Those are menu items 
that you select. Inputs and outputs are composite, YC and S1 video connector. It’s the same S video Y/C component 
connector that’s on our machines now except it has the capability of outputting 16:9. And what it does, the S video 
connector Y/C component is physically identical to the one that’s there. It’s only called S1 because in chroma line, when 
you're playing back 16:9 aspect ratio it will output a 5 volt signal on the chroma line and the monitor recognizes that as 
16:9 and make the appropriate adjustment. Component, Y, R-Y, B-Y. There is no 12 pin dub connector. NTSC encoder, 
and it’s remoteable, as we had in the past, an RS-422A (9 pin) serial control. List price of $15,500, delivery in May of 92. 
The price is $15,500 a comparable SONY product is $15,750, that’s the Betacam PVW-2800. We’re comparable in price 
but they aren’t anywhere near the features that we’re offering in these products. (See Figure 2.)

The AU-63H, player only with auto tracking capability for noiseless stills, slow motion, 3-dimensional TBCs as I mentioned 
earlier, noiseless playback from minus 1 to plus 2. The outputs are composite NTSC, again the Y/CS1 video connector and 
component, 422 control, list price of $15,000, delivery May of 92. SONY this year just introduced at NAB, a new auto 
tracking player for the BetaLite line, PVW-2650. Dynamic news, they've only had this for the past seven years. And once 
again it's MII verses Me Too. And they've introduced it at $15,000, the same price as this one, and it can’t do 16:9, doesn’t 
have an EnHanced one-field TBC, only does two channels of audio. Let’s go plunk down 15 grand for it. (See Figure 3.)

Next is the AU-62H, player only, no auto tracking, bare bones, bottom of the line player. Works fine, it has the 3- 
dimensional TBC, 16:9 playback free for nothing, digital freeze during stop. Even without auto tracking, the digital 
memory in stop will give you a digital freeze frame. Outputs again composite Y/CS1 and component, and it does do like all 
the products do 32x search with picture, list price of $10,500, delivery in May. (See Figure 4.)

Finally, we come to the mystery machine, labeled here as player with CCIR-601 output. We’re referring to it as an AU- 
XXH. This is basically very similar to the AU-63, player with auto tracking except it now has a built in SMPTE 125M 
standard output, or better known as a CCIR-601 connector. For those of you not well versed in this alphabet soup, that’s 
D-1 output or 4:2:2 output, digital. What does that buy for us? Well, for those customers and users who have a large 
library of MII archival material and are moving into the digital world and want to talk to D-2 or D-3,(hopefully D-3) this 
will output D-1, standard 4:2:2. We also sell a little box that is a standard digital rate convertor and will go from D-1 to D- 
3, or more accurately from 4:2:2 to 4Fsc. And with the addition of that box, you can now edit directly from MII to D-3 in 
the digital domain. SONY has a box called a BVW-75D for a mere $32,000 for the same thing, wrong. The SONY 
machine will only record and play back or take in signals in 4:2:2, digital. But it’s a Betacam recorder. So it brings it in 
digital, converts it to analog, puts it on the tape, plays it back from the tape in analog, and converts it back to 4:2:2 digital to 
play it. Doesn't make a whole lot of sense to me, but what can I tell you. For $32,000 this is SON Y’s band aid because 
they have no acquisition system for their digital products. We believe that there is no sense plunking down your hard 
earned cash for just a piece of equipment that has one, and only one, use. You still get MII use out of it in the analog 
domain. And it also happens to have a CCIR-601 output. Price to be announced and delivery to be in June. We’ve got a 
target price for this unit, target is about $18,500. It’s not written in stone but the factory is trying to get it at that price, with 
delivery scheduled in July. (See figure 5.)

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Moving onward, we are also introducing two new portable pieces at the show: an AU-55H, which is a portable field 
recorder; and a AU-45H, which is the new dockable. The features of the AU-55H are, a built in TBC, we've reduced 
power consumption, we’ve eliminated the fan that was in the AU-520. We've added a TBC with a lower power 
consumption of 28 watts while the previous models had about 42 watts. And when it goes into the stand-by mode, or stop 
mode, or power saver mode, it uses about 17 watts of power consumption. Full color framing during recording. So now 
we have a fie]d recorder that does full 4-field color framing identification. So when you come into the studio for editing, 
your color frame identification is maintained. Y/CS-1 video output S-1 video ... Yes, this will record and play back 16:9 
aspect ratio. Auto head cleaning circuit, very interesting. Auto head cleaning for time code and CTL. We went out of our 
way and had our engineers re-design the transport. I found it very interesting that they came up with nifty mechanical way 
of doing it. Very innovative. Finally, record review function by a single key. You push the button and it will back up about 
3 seconds worth of playback, the last 3 seconds of video recorded. Phantom mike supplied 48 volts, audio AGC limiter is 
selectable on raw, and a digital hour meter. I don’t have pricing or delivery information at the moment. but we’ll keep you 
posted. 


Finally, the AU-45H. The AU-45H is a new dockable. It’s compact. It’s about the same size as the BVW-300 dockable. 
It’s lightweight, about 2.6 kilograms, one kilogram lighter than the AU-410. It has a record review function where it will 
play back luminance and CTCM indication that it has recorded chroma and luminance. It does an auto head cleaning. It 
has a character generator with a set up menu. And it has a 68 pin camera connector labelled S-video. What’s this all 
about. Well, the AU-45H has an S-VHS docking profile. It’s mechanically designed to look the same as an S-VHS 
machine. So it will physically dock to cameras that have an S-VHS docking profile. The battery choice is: an MP1; a 
BP402, which we sell; and an Anton Bauer Pack. In fact, if you use the Anton Bauer Pack, we work very close with them, it 
will indicate remaining battery time in minutes in the viewfinder. Finally, audio AGC on and off, a digital hour meter, 
LCD indicators for audio level, self-diagnostics, and a back tally indicator. And finally, docks to the WV-F700S version 
camera, the WV-F250B and also the WV-F500, which is a brand new digital processing camera we're introducing here at 
this show. You may well ask why doesn’t it dock to any other S-VHS camera since it has an S-VHS docking profile. The 
answer is this is MII. We record in components Y, R-Y, B-Y. The camera has to output those three component signals. 
These three cameras will. These three cameras, with the exception of the WV-F500, which is brand new, are very popular. 
Sales are very good on these cameras and we want to give the opportunity to the people who are now producing in S-VHS 
to now directly produce or acquire in MII. And that’s the reason for this S-VHS docking profile on this camera. We've 
not obsoleted their investment in a camera they can now upgrade to MII. Again, I don’t have price and delivery. But one 
other interesting aspect is that this deck also has on the side a play back adapter spigot. And probably I’ll be hearing from 
the factory in a few months that they will be making a field color play back adaptor for this unit. I have no further 
information about that at this moment. 


OK, that’s it for the new EnHanced MII product line. But I thought you might be interested to know that we’ve also 
introduced new accessories. I’ve brought them here for you and we’ll quickly run through them. We're introducing a new 
AU-AS, which is a slow motion controller. It’s got a joy stick and it will limit your range from zero to one. And if you 
release the catch then you can go all the way to + 2 or - 1. But it has a mechanical limit so you stay within the slow motion 
range. It has 999 cue points by keyboard entry, or direct key entry, up to ten. It will put a machine into hard record. It will 
also memorize an eight minute sequence of slow motion events, then dump that to the recorder. 


AJ-IA13P, this is the interface box for the digital rate and standards format convertor, the new machine that I talked 
about, which is the CCIR-601 digital output machine. You add this box to the end of it and it now directly interfaces to D- 
3. 


AU-A950 Full Production Edit Controller. If you take the BVE910 editor and load up with every possible option you can 
stick in it, it will still fall short of what this editor can do. We have a five standard VTR control where the SONY only 
does four. We do one recorder, four players and an A/B/C roll capability. SONY has one recorder and three players, 
A/B/C roll. Ours is expandable to ten-machine control, that's two recorders and eight players. Full color frame sequence is 
maintained by the edit controller, auto tag, variable memory. We also do slow motion control fill. And a 2,000 event 
memory. What does that mean. Well the nice thing about it is CMX edit list, both storage and management, CMX style. 
So you can do off-line editing on this and move on to a CMX suite and actually perform your edits in an on-line suite. 340 
or 3,600 compatible the CMX models. E file is a SONY term, also E-mem is a Grass Valley term, It does E-file or E-mem 
control. It has full control over an audio mixer or video switcher. RS422 ports, that’s standard on this product. Pre-read 
editing. It will do read before write editing, which is perfect for D-3. This product also brings you into the future if you’re 
an MII customer. You can move to D-3 as well without obsoleting your edit controller. The system is expandable to ten 
machines as I mentioned. And the biggest feature is that if you should get lost in the middle of editing and you don’t know 
what this key does it has on-line help. You hit a button and it will tell you what the function of this key is, what you should 
be doing next. Price is $14,000 with delivery in July. (See Figure 6.)continues on next page

Last but not least, the current MII product line. We are maintaining the current MII product line: the AU-665, the AU- 
65, AU-63, and AU-62, the AU-520, AU-520S, the AU-410 and the AU-410S. So all the products that you are now 
familiar with are still maintained in our product line. 


We talk about the competition, and ] mentioned SONY earlier and it’s PVW or BetaLite series. They introduced a 
BetaLite player with auto tracking, or DT as they refer to it, for $15,000. It’s exactly the same price as our 63H. But our 
features are far beyond what they can do. BetaLite had a price increase of 5 % across the board, except for PVS-1. That’s 
effective as of 4/1 so the price of PVW-2800 is now $15,750. I’ve checked with a couple of dealers and that is the list price. 
MII EnHanced products are absolutely competitive in price and feature advantage is far beyond. 


Our theme this year at NAB has been "A Shared Vision". The meaning of that was our collective shared vision. We've 
talked to you in the past, we’ve met with you, we’ve met with other groups in the industry, we’ve met with broadcasters, 
and we’ve taken their input. And from this we’ve produced this shared vision. So if you haven’t been to the show, I invite 
you to stop by and see what your vision has produced ... the products. I can say basically in summary "Our handshake 
signifies a pledge of dedicated, long-term service and our commitment to customer satisfaction as well as our pledge of 
support. Now is the time for your video system to be EnHanced as well. Our products are EnHanced, our support system 
is EnHanced, our customers expectations are EnHanced, and our customer satisfaction should also be EnHanced as well. 
Thanks for your attention. If you have any questions, 1’ll be glad to take them. If you have any technical questions 
regarding engineering or service, Bart will be here later. He’ll talk to that. Are there any questions? 


Q: Is there any way we can upgrade these units to the H series? 


A: That’s a good question, and it came up the other day too. Unfortunately not. This is a re-design of the TBC board, a 
entire rethinking of the architecture. It’s not simply a matter of, for example taking a 32 line TBC and adding one field of 
memory for drop out compensation. That’s not the way it was done. The whole TBC system was re-designed to 
incorporate 262 1/2 lines of error correction capability. Drop out compensation just happens to come along as a freebie 
because we have that memory sitting there that we can draw on. But it’s all incorporated in the design. The bus 
architecture, what is referred to as ASIC chips, which is Application Specific Integrated Circuits, we’re talking about 180 
pin chips. It would take 500 man hours just to try to figure out how to modify it. Many of you may know Max Hernandez 
and he had an interesting analogy to this story. He said, "I own a Ford van with rear wheel drive and it’s a great van, I love 
it, I’ve had it for years, best thing I’ve ever had. But every time it rains it’s a little loose in the end and it tends to slip out so 
I have to put some weights in there to kind of balance it out. But it’s a great van and I love it. This year Ford introduced 
the same van with front whee] drive. If I went and asked Ford to change my rear wheel drive van to a front wheel drive 
van, what do you think they’d tell me?" It’s a totally different design, can’t do it. Unfortunately, and I feel bad about it, 
but that’s the answer I’ve got to give you. It’s a totally different design, can’t be done. We did have upgrades for the 
previous models as far as software, we had upgrades as far as adding the drop out compensation. That was the state-of- 
the-art. Now we’ve taken it a quantum leap again. And unfortunately, it’s not retrofitable. 
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Q: "How about just the drop out compensator?" 


A: "That's available. That's available for the current product, that's available right back to the Au-650. We have DOC's 
available for all that stuff. Those are products that are available." 


Q: "Is it available for the AU-5507" 


A: "No, not the AU-550. The AU-550 was another different type of design because the TBC was not included, that was an 
option. The AU-550 had a stand alone type time base corrector. Which brings me to a point that I covered in the 
discussion of the product line. As I mentioned, there is no 12 pin dub connector on any of the product lines, in or out. 
What I failed to mention when I got to the 55H, which is the portable, that also does not have a 12 pin dub connector. The 
reason is it has a built in TBC and it will output Y, R-Y, B-Y. So you can directly edit from the AU-55H to the studio 
machine in the component domain. And it does have a 422 control]. That's a function of the TBC. I don’t know if there is 
a super drop out compensator for the stand alone TBC." 


Q: "A lot of members see design problems and have possible solutions or ideas. Where can they send them?" 


A: "For the lack of a better person to send it to, I would say send it to me because I speak to the engineering department, 
So if you send any comments to me I will pass them on." 


Q: "Why not use some of the camera color circuits to allow for color play back with the dockable recorder?" 

A: "I have to think about that, but OK. They're making a play back adapter, like I mentioned, for the AU-45H. Using the 
camera color circuits is not the real problem. Playing back in an AU-410, for example, you have luminance and 
compressed chroma, CTCM chroma. The function of the TBC is to separate those back in time and make one whole line 
out of each of them individually and that takes circuitry. That’s not in the camera head, the separation circuitry, bringing it 
back to full line, that’s the problem.” 

Q: "Is there a source for small quantities of Panasonic MII head cleaning tapes. Our dealer can only get them in case lots." 
A: "I think you can get them from service.” 


Q: "We have a problem with the front panels crashing in the AU-62,AU-63 and AU-65. It happens often, usually when we 
pull up the front panels." 


A: "Just off hand, it sounds like a loose connector, or maybe a broken wire in the ribbon cable. Bart can address that 
better. He’d know if there are more failures like that out there.” 


Q: "Would someone recommend a TBC which works well dubbing VHS, 8mm, 3/4" and S-VHS source tapes to MII." 
A: "We don’t make one anymore. Probably, a CVS or a Microtime. We really haven’t investigated that, we probably 


should. We’ll look into making a list for interformat editing correction.” Audience Comment: "We’ve had good luck with 
Microtime.” 
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Americas First Non-NBC MII User! 


The following remarks were made by Mr. Jerry Beck, Vanguard Productions, Columbus, Ohio at 
the MII Users Meeting in Las Vegas on April 14, 1992. 


(Dave Gardy) 

I'd like to recognize somebody now who is officially, we can document, cause we’ve heard a lot of 
boasts on this, I used to be one but I guess I’ve lost the distinction, was the original first MII user 
outside of NBC. And he’s with us today, 

Jerry Beck from Vanguard Productions, I’d like to ask him up to say a few words. 


(Jerry Beck) 
Thank you This is incredibly exciting, you have no idea. When we bought MII it was very, I guess 
the word would be gutsy. And I certainly never thought I’d stand in a room with a bunch of other 
people, or the other quote idiots who had also done it "wrong". That’s all I’ve ever heard. It’s 
pone because most of those who called us idiots are now part of facilities which are closing out or 
or sale. 
Oh well...so let me give you a little bit of history about Vanguard. This is our corporate brochure 
(holds up brochure) and you can’t see it from where you are, but that’s the outside cover and if 
you don’t recognize this, it’s an MII machine. Inside, this tells all about us-I wanted a brochure 
that looked high tech since we’re from Columbus Ohio, which is not exactly the video mecca of 
America. 
Anyway, in 1986 we went to the NAB to be insulted by Sony and look around. In those days if you 
didn’t have call letters you were no one. I was seriously considering changing my name to 
WBECK just to see if somebody would talk to us. We were literally a small 3/4 inch house in the 
middle of nowhere. We had 2860’s and 2850’s, a 5850 and 5800. For those of you, well actually, 
no one here is probably old enough to remember those, they didn’t preview - they EDITED. I’m 
not kidding, if you hit ıt and didn’t like it, you did it again. So we were there to make a choice. We 
were either going to go 1 inch, bite the big bullet or something. Just as we were calculating the 
cost of new carpentry to accommodate the already expensive equipment, we noticed this thing 
that was approximately the same size as a 5850 positioned under an aquarium. It was called MII 
and I said to my brother, Jim, who understands why pictures fly through the air, "Find out about 
it". He did and we ended up buying MII. It was funny, a year later I was standing on a stage in 
Dallas or Atlanta or somewhere and Mr. Basara of Panasonic had me on one side and the Senior 
VP of NBC on the other. NBC bought nine million dollars, I bought nine machines. I had a lot of 
shrimp that year. Anyway... our company, in the last six years has quintupled; has kept growing 
and growing. I do have to tell you a frustrating thing about MII though. One afternoon a big 
truck shows up, the MII machine was here...but we had no tape. I’ve gambled my whole life for 
this machine and I have no tape for it!. I’ve told everyone at Panasonic, "For thirty grand, throw a 
roll in with every machine!". Image having this machine, but then there’s is no tape anywhere in 
America! I take that back, NBC had the only six rolls. Well, it took about a week to get a roll and 
we’re still using it, the same roll is still in our work roll library. MII has been very good to us, in 
fact we just bought more machines. We’ve watched Panasonic grow while they’ve watched us 
grow, unlike Sony, I’m sorry, maybe I’m not supposed to say that word,... unlike the OTHER 
companies. At the first NAB show I went to, RCA had the biggest booth and GE had the second 
biggest booth, where are they today? I remember being in Seattle shooting with an AU500, no 
manual and we can’t get the tape out. There wasn’t anyone to call in those days. But, the people 
at Panasonic genuinely care...and always will. A good example is by what we’re hearing about the 
marriage between MII and D-3. It’s a very exciting the future, we’re going to be here for quite a 
while. It’s been a wonderful experience for us and if you are new to MII, I congratulate you. If 
any of you would care to hear more about how it’s helped our company grow, or have an 
questions, we'll be happy to tell you or help you in any way we can. There’s Jim, our engineer and 
Rich Kiempay, our editor. (Pointing to them) Thank you, it’s not only exciting to be an MII User, 
but also to be part of the MII Users group. Now I’m vindicated. 
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Technical Corner with 
The MII Dude 


During the past month, we have received some MII questions from users, they have been passed along to 
The MII Dude for his response. 


With regard to the AU 620, AU 630, AU 640, AU 650 is there a pattern of posts in the tape path which might fatigue, just enough to 
cause slight mis-tracking? 


Tape Guide Posts are normal wear items that should be replaced when they show signs of wear. Usually when the guides are 
getting worn, the tape interchange will not change drastically, but instead the tape itself is more susceptible to damage. Tape 
interchange (tracking) changes when either the lower drum wears, or the tape guide heights are changed. The Illustrations 
below show the tape path and guide limits (upper, lower, etc.) 


TIME 
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Normal Worn Out 

Lower Drum Lower Drum 
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The two illustrations of the lower drums show the role of the lower (rabbet) guide in the tape path. Particular attention should 
be paid to the shape of the rabbet guide a new lower drum’s rabbet has a 45° angle to it, but as it wears out, that 45°starts to cut 
in on itself, as shown in the "worn out lower drum" figure. A last tip on changing tape guide sleeves and/or flanges. If only the 
sleeve needs changing, do not loosen the hex set screw in the upper flange of the post guide, only remove the flange, replace 
the sleeve, then replace the original flange and tighten it down. The tape interchange shouldn’t become mis-adjusted. If both 
flange and sleeve need replacement, do so, but only one post at a time, make sure you properly readjust the tape path (RF 
Envelope) before moving on to another tape guide. 


We have AU 650’s, I understand that they don’t have color framing, is there anything we can do to add color framing to them? 


The Panasonic AU 650 and 620 are non-color framing units. There is nothing that can be done to retro fit these units to color 
frame. There is something that can be done to help in editing. The easiest is to always edit in the component (Y, R-Y, B-Y) 
mode, because there is no color framing sequence in component (using the CTCM Dub cable). If composite editing is desired, 
whenever a horizontal shift occurs, trim the edit in point plus or minus 1 frame. The reason this is done is that it takes 4 fields 
(in NTSC) for the color subcarrier to go thru it’s 360°phase sequence. When you're editing and a horizontal shift occurs, this 
means that the incoming video is 180° out of phase to the video sequence on tape. So by changing the edit point by 1 frame, (1 
frame = 2 fields, 90° per field = 180°per frame), the framing sequence will be matched resulting in no shift.

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WFTS TV, TAMPA BAY’S FIRST MII POST FACILITY

Sometimes, pre-conceived notions of how something is 
supposed to be color your thinking. Most of us have 
been guilty of this kind of prejudice at one time or 
another. Sometimes, prejudice can cost you money. 
Such was the case for me with MII... until I used it for 
awhile! 


When J arrived at WFTS in 1986, one of my first tasks 
was the acquisition of advanced post production 
facilities for the station. We had determined that our 
goal was complete production and postproduction 
independence from outside facilities. 


Originally, I had decided on an interformat solution 
using BetacamSP acquisition and playback to 1"C. 
Betacam had worked for me before. It looked good. 
SP promised to be better. I had not even heard of MII 
until Scripps Howard’s Corporate Director of 
Engineering, Warren Happel, suggested I consider the 
format. 


In a previous facility, I had the "pleasure" of dealing 
with something called "Hawkeye". For those of you 
who may not remember,this was Matsushita’s first 
foray into 1/2 component recording. 


The facility I worked for purchased 3 RCA Hawkeye 
studio machines and a camcorder just about the time 
that RCA was folding, and attempted to interface 
them to a Harris EPIC editor. All 3 machines had 
different level control ROMS, quirky behavior, 
tremendous gyro errors and a myriad of other weird 
problems when working on their own, not to mention 
the fun we had using them under editor control. This 
predisposed me to dislike anything called "M". MI was 
bad enough in my case. 


The first examples of MII I saw were rough. The 
panels were sloppy. They did horrible things to 
multiburst signals. But the price seemed right, and I 
was "encouraged" to give them a try. So in early 1987, 
WFTS was first in this market with MII, receiving a 
shipment of 1 AU-500 and 4 AU-650’s. 


Since then, we have had some problems, but I have 
been gradually convinced that this time, Matsushita 
means business. The product is good from a value and 
performance standpoint. It isn’t perfect, but once you 
learn the limitations of the format, you can actually use 
the limitations to your advantage.

WFTS Edit Suite Facility (on line May 10, 1988) 
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(Continues from previous page) 


WFTS operates a total of 16 MII transports of various 
types throughout our facility in five separate 
applications. All local recording and playback is done 
on MII for promotion, commercial production, 
satellite distribution, Kid’s Club vignettes, our live 
weekly sports program, public affairs and any local 
special programs. 


Post Production is done in the Edit Suite facility, using 
3 AU-650’s and 1 AU-62. A Sony BVU-800 3/4SP 
VTR is also in the machine complement to keep us 
compatible with older and out of house material. This 
unit is TBC'd through a Digital DPS-275 
Framestore/Synchronizer. 


These 5 VTR’s, permanently assigned for production 
use, reside within our Edit Suite which was designed 
specifically for efficient post production from 
operational and ergonomic standpoints. They are 
controlled by a Grass Valley Group Model 41Em 
editor and mixed in composite through a Grass Valley 
Group mode] 200-2 switcher. We mix audio with an 
ADM Post Pro 12, use an Abekas A-53D DVE 
withWARP and Key Channel and have a Leitch DSF- 
3100 Still File dual channel ESS. At this year’s NAB, 
we purchased an Abekas A-72Advanced CG to replace 
our Quanta QCG-500 that we simply outgrew! 


This room is complemented by our Production 
Control Room. Sharing D VE, ESS and CG facilities 
with the Edit Suite, PCR consists of a Grass Valley 
Group Model 200-1 switcher and a Gotham Quantum 


- 16 mono mixer. This room was configured for live, 


multi-camera production using either the Edit Suite’s 
VTR’s or by accessing any combination of VTRs from 
Master Control through our GVG 400 router. We use 
3 BTS LDK-90 FT CCD cameras in studio 
configuration with an additional LDK-90 available in 
EFP configuration inside our 45’ by 40’ studio. 


Fox 28’s Master Control has a total of 8 MII transports 
available. 2 AU-620’s and 1 AU-62 are delegated for 
on air playback. The 620’s are ideal for this role by the 
virtue of having a "BurstKill" switch used when airing 
monochrome programs like the Andy Griffith show. 
MCR also has 4 AU-650’s and 1 AU-65. These 
transports are set up as a Satellite Downlink/Cuts Only 
Component edit area with pairs of 650’s. The 65 can 
be controlled by our ArtStar 3D Plus Graphics system, 
rendering 3-D animation to tape under RS-422 control 
when needed. MCR also operates a Sony VO-9800 
3/4" SP and 3 Ampex VPR-6 1"C VTR’s. 


The Fox 28 Film/Tape Department operates an AU-65 
and an AU-63 in Cuts only configuration. They are 
complemented by a BVU-8003/4 Umatic and an 
Ampex VPR-6 1"C VIR. These transports are mixed 
using a Panasonic WV-4600C switcher and Ramsa 
audio board. Film/Tape has inherited our Edit Suite’s 
Quanta QCG-500, making this a small, self-contained 
post room.

EFP at WFTS consists of two packages. Package #1 is 
a BTS LDK-90 camera mated to an AU-400 recorder. 
This system has provided excellent quality pictures, 
although I wouldn’t recommend it for News use due to 
weight. The camera, undocked, serves as our 4th 
studio camera mounted on a Stanton Jimmy Jib arm in 
EFP configuration. 


Package #2 is one of our studio LDK-90’s in EFP 
configuration mated via umbilical to an AU-500 field 
recorder. This system allows us longer record times 
than the Camcorder package and enables us to 
simultaneously field 2 crews when required. 


The use of EFP style studio cameras allow more cost 
effective production operations by having multiple 
role equipment. It also allows us the flexibility of 
instantly having a handheld camera in the studio by 
removing any studio camera from its pedestal and 
attaching an EFP viewfinder.

As of late 1989, WFTS TV has been capable of doing 
all needed production and post production in house, in 
our own facility, with our own equipment and staff. 
We have been very pleased with the quality and 
performance of the MII transports of various types 
inuse at the station in fulfilling our needs. 


Fox 28 has won many local and regional awards, as well 
as 4 1991 MlJUser awards with careful, creative use of 
MII. By gang rolling transports in our post room, 
multi-layer effects are possible. One must constantly 
keep total generations in mind. The format’s ability to 
faithfully reproduce surprisingly clean color signals 
down to 6 composite passes is excellent. 
Unfortunately, high frequency luminance signals and 
edge rise times do not fare as well. Knowing this, we 
tend to favor a soft, film look with our graphics, thus 
turning a disadvantage into an advantage. 


I have personally taken material down 6 generations (9 
layers with 4 VTRS in synch) with usable results. If 
you keep White/Black contrasts to a minimum and 
hard key the edges through a good, tight luminance 
keyer to reshape them, it works ok. MII ain’t D-3... 
But you CAN fake it. 





After having worked with MII for 5 years, I have lost 
my fear of the M-Word. It works in our application 
and makes us look good every day. There’s no 
substitute for good facilities staffed with talented WFTS Master Control 
creative people. Through all it’s inherent limitations, A ec 

also shared to a greater extent by the S-Word format, pala Downlink/Cuts Only 
we find MII a good, cost effective format for 100% of mponent Editing 
the local production made here at WFTS, Fox 28, 

complementing the abilities of our talented staff. 


Now, if only we could get rid of tape-based systems 


altogether...But that’s another article, and a whole lot 
more money!

Also, if a 
tape on complete overhaul (with hints and tips of all little things to fix) was available. * A series like this would be 
great. * Sometimes it is not feasible to send personne! to MII school and these tapes would save everyone time 
including Panasonic. * "Light" technical duties OK, anything deeper than that should be done by factory trained 
service technicians. * I fee] the manual and Tech Bulletins adequately address cleaning and preventive 
maintenance. * Any or all training tapes would be GREAT!
